Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  i960,  with  the  following  comments. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  figTires  given  show  as  last  year  a rather 
lower  birth  rate  than  in  the  country  as  a whole,  and  a 
higher  death  rate.  These  characteristics  are  those 
of  a population  with  a greater  proportion  of  older 
people,  a fact  confirmed  by  the  higher  specific  death 
rates  for  cancer,  heart  disease  and  chest  disease,  all 
diseases  of  later  years. 

Housing 


I would  particularly  lil^e  to  draw  attention 
to  the  increase  over  the  last  four  years  in  the  number 
of  improvement  grants  made.  Experience  shows  that  tliese 
grants  are  a most  useful  way  of  prolonging  the  life  of 
property  and  relieving  the  Council  of  the  necessity  of 
condemning  and  replacing  some  of  the  older  houses  in  the 
district.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  CIRCMTANCES  AND  INSPECTIONS 

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  source  of  this  supply  is  a spring  at  Crooked  Well 
augmented  in  dry  periods  from  a borehole  nearby. 

The  Water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  has  remained  reasonably'’  satisfactory  in  quantity 
during  the  year. 

Prior  to  the  Herefordshire  Water  Board  talking  over  the 
Kington  supply  on  the  1st  April  i960,  iiTqDrovements  xirere 
carried  out  to  the  distribution  main  so  as  to  afford  a 
more  adequate  supply  to  consumers  in  the  Cutterbach  area. 
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WATER  SUPPLY  (Continued) 

A shortage  of  water  x^ras  experienced  due  to  the 
failure  of  electric  motors  driving  pumps  to  "cut-in” 
follox<iring  a failure  in  power  supply.  This  shortage 
emphasized  the  fact  that  there  is  insufficient  capacity 
for  the  storage  of  water  in  the  reservoir  feeding 
Kington  - the  total  storage  capacity  being  less  than 
two  days'  supply  to  the  town. 


Sajnples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  piped  supply 
after  chlorination.  Seven  samples  were  talien  and 
subro.itted  for  bacteriological  examination.  These  sajxiples 
were  satisfactory.

DRAINAGE  MD  SEMAOrE  DISPOSAL 

Satlafactory  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
construction  of  the  sex-irage  disposal  works. 

Difficulties  have  been  experienced  by  the  contractor 
in  obtaining  and  retaining  skilled  labour.  The  Consultants 
have  therefore  extended  the  contract  period  for  the 
completion  of  the  works. 

The  possibility  of  draining  an  additional  group  of 
houses  at  Crooked  Well  into  the  nex-;  sexirerags  disposal  xirorks 
xiTas  considered,  along  with  the  development  of  further  land 
for  housing.  This  scheme  would  involve  the  installation 
of  a pumping  station.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION 


A weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  for 
properties  in  the  area  is  maintained.  Business  properties 
in  the  tovm  centre  have  their  refuse  removed  twice  a week, 

A kerbside  collection  is  operated  and  carried  out  by  direct 
labour. 

The  bulk  of  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  incineration. 

Mien  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  comes  into  operation 
the  existing  contact  beds  will  be  used  as  a site  for 
controlled  tipping,  and  the  existing  tip  will  be  levelled. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  there  did  not  appear  to  be 
suitable  land  inside  the  district  to  carry  out  total  disposal 
by  tipping,  the  possibility  of  obtaining  la,nd  outside  the 
district  for  a controlled  tip  should  be  seriously  considered. 
The  existing  incinerator  should  be  repaired  and  kept  in 
operation  for  a further  period. 

The  condition  and  cost  of  upkeep  of  the  refuse 
collection  vehicle  was  considered,  especially  in  the  light 
of  probable  future  commitments  - increased  quantity  of  refuse 
to  be  collected  and  probable  further  distance  to  carry  refuse 
to  the  point  of  disposal  - and  it  vras  agreed  that  a new 
vehicle  be  obtained. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIEI'IGES 


The  condition  of  the  gentlemen's  conveniences  in 
lyiill  Street  were  greatly  improved  during  the  early  part  of 
the  year,  and  these  are  now  satisfactory. 

Plans  for  extending  and  improving  ladies  conveniences 
were  also  approved,  aid  it  is  hoped  that  this  work  vjill  be 
started  early  next  year. 

A block  of  public  conveniences  for  both  sexes  vras 
built  at  the  Recreation  Ground  during  the  year.  Those  have 
been  equipped  with  wash  hand  basins,  which  are  non  accepted 
as  an  essential  installation  in  public  conveniences,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  the  Council's  decision  to  include  them  will 
not  lead  to  abuse  and  unnecessary  expense  for  their  upkeep. 

Enquiries  are  still  being  made  regarding  the  possibility 
of  erecting  additional  conveniences  at  the  eastern  end  of 
the  town.  With  the  advent  of  these  the  requirements  for 
Kington  should  be  adequately  met. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


The  Council  have  continued  to  carry  out  treatments  to 
private  and.  business  properties  in  the  town.  Treatments  to 
dwelling  houses  have  been  carried  out  free  of  charge. 
Satisfactory  treatments  are  also  being  carried  out  by 
occupiers  themselves,  especially  where  infestation  has  been 
caused  by  mice  only. 

A maintenance  treatment  was  carried  out  to  the  sewers 
during  the  year,  and  the  refuse  tip,  incinerator  and  sewago 
disposal  vjorks  also  received  treatments.  Only  minor 
infestations  were  reported. 
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HOUSINO 


Slum  Clearance 


Following  the  completion  of  the  housing  survey,  it 
was  found  that  42  houses  were  seriously  sub-standard. 
Undertakings  have  been  received  in  respect  of  12  of  'these 
houses  in  accordance  with  Section  I6  of  the  Housing  Act, 
1957*  Some  of  these  12  houses  and  others  which  are 
sub-standard  have  been  modernised  and  brou^it  up  to  a fit 
standard  for  further  occupation  either  wi'bh  the  aid  of 
gra-nts  or  at  the  expense  of  the  owners. 


Council  Houses 


The  Council  agreed  to  modernise  its  houses  which 
lacked  certain  amenities,  taking  advantage  of  the  grant 
aid  offered  in  'the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959* 

It  was  decided  that  five  houses  in  Park  Avenue  be  included 
in  the  first  stage  of  this  modernisation  programme. 


Crooked  Well  Site 


The  erection  of  nev7  houses  on  this  site  has  been 
proceeding  very  slowly  and  it  is  thought  that  those  will 
not  be  ready  for  occupation  before  April  1961.  This  delay 
has  caused  the  Council  great  concern  as  'they  have  been 
endeavouring  to  meet  their  commi'cments  in  rehousing  an 
approved  list  of  tenants  from  the  disused  army  camp  at 
Hergest.

The  cause  of  condemnation  of  the  eight  sheep  was: 
genereil  emaciation,  extensive  end  severe  bruising,  and  tiro 
carcases  xdiich  had  been  brought  to  the  slaughterhouse  minus 
heads  and  offal.  The  cause  of  condemnation  of  some  part 
or  organs  of  carcases  was  mainly  due  to  liver  flul^e  and 
abscesses .
